Morrison drew an affordable housing lottery 
number that placed her first on a waiting list 
for a half-priced condo in town. 

While her mom, Virginia Morrison of 
Hartford Circle, was optimistic that her 
daughter would eventually get the chance to 
buy a condo at Coachman’s Ridge on Haver- 
hill Street, Cindy never believed it would 
happen. After all, who would turn down the 
chance to buy a brand new two-bedroom, 
two-full-bath condo for $153,000 that was 
fetching a market price of $378,000? What 
chance did those on the waiting list have to

get one of the 20 affordable homes? 

Turns out, a pretty good chance. 

Seven people on the lottery’s waiting list, 
including Morrison, are now owners at 
Coachman’s Ridge, said Melissa Kimball, 
sales manager of the project developed by 
Pulte Homes under a Chapter 40B permit. 

“That price is a godsend,” said Cindy 
Morrison, 34, and a single mom who adopt- 
ed her daughter, Katelyn, from China. “I 
couldn’t touch real estate in this town if not 
for the lottery... My mom was optimistic, but 
I wasn't.” 

The price is more than $100,000 less than 
the town’s average condo price of $260,000,

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Five votes away from senior center 
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More land needed 


By Andrea Gregory 


Plans for a long-awaited new senior 
center will have to jump four hurdles at 
this year’s Town Meeting for the project 
to continue as planned. Residents will 
have to agree to give the project more 
money, more school land, an easement 
for utilities and an exemption from local 
zoning requirements (see story, right). 

The proposed senior center would be 
built just south of Doherty Middle 
School, partially on land still in the 
School Committee’s control. 

Voters at 2004 Town Meeting agreed 
to transfer less than one acre of land 


from the care and custody of the School 


Committee to the selectmen. This was a 
necessary step in the process of building 
the new senior center at 56 Bartlet St., 


but did not provide enough land to build 
the proposed senior center, a fact not 
mentioned to Town Meeting voters. 

Records show officials were aware in 
2003 that the proposed building was too 
large for the selected property. But offi- 
cials did not follow a planning recom- 
mendation to ask 2004 Town Meeting 
to transfer a larger piece of land. 

The School Committee has not yet 
taken a position on the additional land 
transfer. School Committee member Art 
Barber said he planned to meet with the 
Senior Center Task Force this week so 
he could take information back to 
School Committee members. 

“T'm sure the School Committee will 
listen and make a fair decision,” he said.

feet would have put the prelimi- 
nary building footprint on one 
land parcel.

“Why we didn’t go where 
Steve Colyer recommended, I 
don’t know. I thought what we 
presented, that article last year, 
did it,” said Robb. 

Bucuzzo said not asking for 
more land was a deliberate deci- 
sion of the task force. “The task 
force decided they were only 
going to pursue one action at a 
time,” said Bucuzzo, “The sense 
was that we wanted to wait until 
the Town Meeting coming up.” 

Bucuzzo said the exact foot- 
print of the building had not 
been determined, and the plan 
now is to ask for more than the 
30 feet Colyer recommended, 
based on the detail of the current 
plans. But the additional land 
request should not come as a sur- 
prise, he said. 

“T know it has been discussed. 
Whether people have focused on 
it 1s another issue,” he said.

If 
Town Meeting agrees to move 
the property line by transfering 
school land to the town side, the 
parking spaces will be right up 
against the new line. 

“The bylaw would not allow 
that to happen,” said Piantedosi. 

Piantedosi said the bylaw 
also would require the building 
to have about a 67-foot setback 
instead of the planned 40-foot 
setback. 

Colyer said the project will 
have to come before the Plan- 
ning Board to seek a special per- 
mit to build a major non-resi- 
dential development.

(20) of the 80 condos at Coach- 
man’s Ridge for people with 
lower incomes, such as Morri- 
son. 

One-person households could 
not earn more than $39,550 to 
qualify, while the maximum for 
four-person households was 
$56,500. Those incomes are 80 
percent of median income fig- 
ures published by federal hous- 
ing Officials 

Plus, 70 percent of those 20 
affordable Coachman’s Ridge 
units (14) had to be awarded to 
buyers with Andover ties. Pulte 
received |17 applications when 
its lottery was held on Feb. 9, 
2004. 

“For various reasons, such as 
not qualifying for financing or 
not having the necessary certifi- 
cation, some people who were 
chosen at the lottery did not 
move here,” Kimball said. “It 
ended up being seven out of the 
20 (who came from the waiting 
list).” 

Kimball said numerous tele- 
phone calls were made to people 
on the waiting list over many 
months, and all 20 affordable 
condos finally have been pur- 
chased 

Only five of the 60 market- 
rate condos are currently unsold, 


Kimball said. The 80 condos are 
spread among three buildings 
and two of the buildings are 
complete. The third building is 
scheduled to be completed this 
spring. Coachman’s Ridge is 
located across the street from the 
Andover/North Andover 
YMCA. 

Morrison will never forget the 
day she received her phone call 
telling her she could buy an 
affordable unit. It was last July. 

“I was shaking,” she recalled. 
“I was thinking, I am coming 
back and my child will no longer 
be the only Asian at her school. 
My roots are here, it’s diverse 
and has a great school system. I 
am very, very happy to be in 
Andover.” 


New address benefits 

In some neighborhoods, the 
developers’ efforts to build large 
developments have led to law- 
suits. For instance, in Andover, a 
River Road neighborhood group 
called Protect Andover Zoning 
has sued developer AvalonBay, 
Saying its proposed development 
does not fit the character of the 
neighborhood 

Morrison is one who sees the 
benefits of such affordable hous- 
Ing projects, known as 40Bs, 
after the chapter of state law that 
addresses them.

“40B helps builders develop 
projects like this and it’s great 
for people like me,” she said. 

Morrison, who is a pediatric 
occupational therapist and works 
as an intervention specialist at 
the Professional Center for Child 
Development in Andover, for- 
merly lived in Plaistow, N.H., as 
Andover’s expensive housing 
prices pushed her over the bor- 
der. She bought her Plaistow 
condo in 2001. 

Her parents, Virginia and 
William Morrison, bought the 
Plaistow condo from her and are 
now renting it. 

Her parents, along with other 
relatives, friends and co-work- 
ers, helped Morrison move into 
her new condo, which she offi- 
cially bought on Dec. 30. Its 
| ,474-square-foot floor plan is 
twice the size of her former 
condo and offers plenty of space 
for her family — Cindy, Katelyn 
and their two cats, Shadow and 
Rosie. 

In addition, Morrison’s com- 
mute has been shaved from 90 
minutes on a bad day to about 
three minutes, she said. Katelyn 
is enjoying more time with her 
grandparents, because she now 
lives so close by, and preschool 
and library activities where there 
are other Asian kids, said Morri- 
son.

Targeting secret sessions 


Town has 2 or 3 times more than nearby communities 


By Rita Savard 

A new Communications 
Plan proposed by School Com- 
mittee members aims, in part, to 
dispel the public perception that 
the group is consistently hold- 
ing secret meetings. 

Committee member Debbie 
Silberstein told col- 
leagues last week that 
it’s time to “break the 
habit” of frequent 
executive sessions 
that close the doors 
on public participa- 
tion. 

Reducing the num- 
ber of private meet- 
ings is just one piece 
of the plan geared to 
open up and create 
honest dialogue with 
the community, Sil- 
berstein said. 

“The committee’s gotten into 
the habit of regularly scheduling 
executive sessions prior to every 
meeting,” Silberstein said. 
“There are ways of minimizing 
the use of closed-door sessions 
by consolidating correspon- 
dence from the superintendent 
in a written memorandum, or by 
compiling more information 
into one meeting as opposed to 
several.” 

The Andover School Com- 
mittee held 31 closed-door ses- 
sions in calendar year 2004. 
That count equals the number of

public meetings scheduled by 
the Haverhill School Commit- 
tee. 

Like Andover, Haverhill 
Public Schools has not yet given 
its teachers a new contract. The 
Haverhill superintendent's

executive session last 


year. 
Other communi- 
ties bordering 


Andover also report- 
ed fewer meetings 
that were closed off 
from public view. 

Lawrence held 10 
executive sessions in 
2004, and Methuen 
held 15.

Silberstein said that last sum- 
mer she spoke with many 
school committee members 
from around the state at a con- 
ference held by the Massachu- 
setts Association of School 
Committees. Feedback from 
other school district representa- 
tives echoed the same message: 
most were participating in fewer 
executive sessions than 
Andover’s committee. 

“They did have less execu- 
tive sessions than we did.” Sil- 
berstein said. “But their super-

intendents also shared less 
information than ours does.” 

Silberstein said the commit- 
tee doesn’t want to reduce the 
flow of information coming 
from Superintendent Claudia 
Bach, but there is a need for bet- 
ter managing time. 

One proposed idea to open 
up the lines of communication 
between residents and the 
School Committee was setting 
up a coffee hour prior to regular 
meetings. The superintendent 
and committee members sug- 
gested it would be an adequate 
forum to field questions and 
answer concerns. 

“I fully support having fewer 
executive sessions because [| 
agree that it’s a matter of per- 
ception,” Bach said. “I think it 
would be great for the School 
Committee to have more open 
meetings with the community.

New ideas for cremated remains

piled a book filled with unconventional memorial 
choices for Dewhirst. The directors hope it will 
better educate individuals seeking non-traditional 
burials. 

Other Andover funeral businesses, including 
Conte Funeral Homes and the Burke Funeral 
Home, also say that they are looking into new 
memorial options sparked by recent inquiries. 

With ideas from releasing butterflies in the 
park, to scattering ashes over the ocean from a 
helicopter possible, Chase suggests letting one’s 
creative mind wander. 

Showcasing a range of colors, cuts, and carat 
sizes for their different diamonds, the Chicago- 
based company Life Gems is part of a new crop 
of companies that are offering unique alternatives 
to traditional burials. 

There are two options for creating a family 
jewelry heirloom. Life Gem diamonds are creat- 
ed from carbon extracted from a body during cre- 
mation. Another company known as Memorial 
Gems takes a portion of cremated remains and 
injects them into a natural diamond. 

Laboratory created diamonds are smaller that 
natural diamonds, varying from .20 to .79 carats. 
Depending on color, shape, clarity and size, the 
price for transforming remains into a precious 
gem ranges from $2,000 to $13,000. 

“Cremation offers a lot more flexibility than 
burial,” Chase says. “A casket is big and heavy, 
making it difficult to transport. Cremation gives 
the option of easily moving a loved one from 
place to place.” 

And there is the possibility of moving a loved 
one to some unlikely — and even unearthly - 
places. 

With cremation, a loved one’s ashes can also 
be incorporated into a memorial reef that can har- 
bor sea and plant life along the ocean floor. A 
company called Eternal Reefs will place a com- 


memorative plaque on one of four different reef 


designs, and provide family members with an 
exact position for future scuba-diving visits. 
Costs range from $995 to $4,995. 

And what may have been an impossibility in 
life, is now possible in death from a company 
called Celestis. 

Five different space memorials, priced from 
$300 to 12,500, range from naming a star after 
the deceased to placing a portion of cremated 
remains on the moon. 

Closer to earth is the California company, 
Angels Flight, that can place cremated remains 
into a fireworks display over land or sea, for 
$3,250 to $3,900. Angels Flight is harder to 
access on the East Coast, since tightened security 
measures following the September 11, 2001 ter- 
rorists attacks halted the shipping of explosives. 

The new bevy of memorial offerings is not so 
new in other parts of the country. But New Eng- 
land tends to be the last in line to embrace 
extreme ideas, Chase says. 

“We really don’t want to change peoples’ 
minds or force them to take on an idea that just 
isn’t right for them,” says Stopyra. “But it’s our 
job to teach and provide the current information 
to people so that they know all of the options 
available to them.” 

Thirty to 35 percent of Dewhirst’s business 
opts for some type of cremation service. 
Although Chase says those numbers are sure to 
increase, there are also many ways to personalize 
traditional burial services as well. 

“People definitely look for personal touches to 
remember a person’s spirit,” Chase says, recalling 
local services that required him to include an 
ATV, a boat, and even a shot and stuffed black 
bear. 

“You can have a service as low-key, or as 
extravagant as you want it to be,” Stopyra adds. 
“As long as what the person needs can fit through 
the door, we'll accommodate their requests. And 
if it can’t fit through the door, we'll set it up on 
the lawn, or out into space.”

Targeting secret sessions 


Town has 2 or 3 times more than nearby communities

A new Communications 
Plan proposed by School Com- 
mittee members aims, in part, to 
dispel the public perception that 
the group is consistently hold- 
ing secret meetings. 

Committee member Debbie 
Silberstein told col- 
leagues last week that 
it’s time to “break the 
habit” of frequent 
executive sessions 
that close the doors 
on public participa- 
tion. 

Reducing the num- 
ber of private meet- 
ings 1s just one piece 
of the plan geared to 
open up and create 
honest dialogue with 
the community, Sil- 
berstein said, 

“The committee’s gotten into 
the habit of regularly scheduling 
executive sessions prior to every 
meeting,” Silberstein said. 
“There are ways of minimizing 
the use of closed-door sessions 
by consolidating correspon- 
dence from the superintendent 
in a written memorandum, or by 
compiling more information 
into one meeting as opposed to 
several.” 

The Andover School Com- 
mittee held 31 closed-door ses- 
sions in calendar year 2004. 
That count equals the number of

public meetings scheduled by 
the Haverhill School Commit- 
tee. 

Like Andover, Haverhill 
Public Schools has not yet given 
its teachers a new contract. The

year. 
Other communi- 
ties bordering

intendents also shared less 
information than ours does.” 

Silberstein said the commit- 
tee doesn’t want to reduce the 
flow of information coming 
from Superintendent Claudia 
Bach, but there is a need for bet- 
ter managing time. 

One proposed idea to open 
up the lines of communication 
between residents and the 
School Committee was setting 
up a coffee hour prior to regular 
meetings. The superintendent 
and committee members sug- 
gested it would be an adequate 
forum to field questions and 
answer concerns. 

“T fully support having fewer 
executive sessions because | 
agree that it’s a matter of per- 
ception,” Bach said. “I think it 
would be great for the School 
Committee to have more open 
meetings with the community. 
People might even stay for the 
regular meeting afterward and 
weigh their ideas in more often. 
It would be a nice outcome.”

piled a book filled with unconventional memorial 
choices for Dewhirst. The directors hope it will 
better educate individuals seeking non-traditional 
burials. 

Other Andover funeral businesses, including 
Conte Funeral Homes and the Burke Funeral 
Home, also say that they are looking into new 
memorial options sparked by recent inquiries. 

With ideas from releasing butterflies in the 
park, to scattering ashes over the ocean from a 
helicopter possible, Chase suggests letting one’s 
creative mind wander. 

Showcasing a range of colors, cuts, and carat 
sizes for their different diamonds, the Chicago- 
based company Life Gems is part of a new crop 
of companies that are offering unique alternatives 
to traditional burials. 

There are two options for creating a family 
jewelry heirloom. Life Gem diamonds are creat- 
ed from carbon extracted from a body during cre- 
mation. Another company known as Memorial 
Gems takes a portion of cremated remains and 
injects them into a natural diamond. 

Laboratory created diamonds are smaller that 
natural diamonds, varying from .20 to .79 carats. 
Depending on color, shape, clarity and size, the 
price for transforming remains into a precious 
gem ranges from $2,000 to $13,000. 

“Cremation offers a lot more flexibility than 
burial.” Chase says. “A casket is big and heavy, 
making it difficult to transport. Cremation gives 
the option of easily moving a loved one from 
place to place.” 

And there is the possibility of moving a loved 
one to some unlikely — and even unearthly - 
places. 

With cremation, a loved one’s ashes can also 
be incorporated into a memorial reef that can har- 
bor sea and plant life along the ocean floor. A 
company called Eternal Reefs will place a com- 
memorative plaque on one of four different ree! 
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designs, and provide family members with an 
exact position for future scuba-diving visits. 
Costs range from $995 to $4,995. 

And what may have been an impossibility in 
life, is now possible in death from a company 
called Celestis. 

Five different space memorials, priced from 
$360 to 12,500, range from naming a star after 
the deceased to placing a portion of cremated 
remains on the moon. 

Closer to earth is the California company, 
Angels Flight, that can place cremated remains 
into a fireworks display over land or sea, for 
$3,250 to $3,900. Angels Flight is harder to 
access on the East Coast, since tightened security 
measures following the September 11, 2001 ter- 
rorists attacks halted the shipping of explosives. 

The new bevy of memorial offerings is not so 
new in other parts of the country. But New Eng- 
land tends to be the last in line to embrace 
extreme ideas, Chase says. 

“We really don’t want to change peoples’ 
minds or force them to take on an idea that just 
isn’t right for them,” says Stopyra. “But it’s our 
job to teach and provide the current information 
to people so that they know all of the options 
available to them.” 

Thirty to 35 percent of Dewhirst’s business 
opts for some type of cremation service. 
Although Chase says those numbers are sure to 
increase, there are also many ways to personalize 
traditional burial services as well. 

“People definitely look for personal touches to 
remember a person’s spirit,” Chase says, recalling 
local services that required him to include an 
ATV, a boat, and even a shot and stuffed black 
bear. 

“You can have a service as low-key, or as 
extravagant as you want it to be,” Stopyra adds. 
“As long as what the person needs can fit through 
the door, we'll accommodate their requests. And 
if it can’t fit through the door, we'll set it up on 
the lawn, or out into space.”

i ew IS THE MAKE-OR-BREAK YEAR for building a 
new Andover senior center. Supporters must get 
four votes at Town Meeting and one vote at a special 
election for the project to be built. If a center is 
going to be approved this year, it will take strong 
backing from town leaders, including the Board of 
Selectmen. Otherwise, it could be years before 
seniors see another opportunity. 

Residents, especially those who have devoted so 
much time and effort to build a center, deserve to 
know if selectmen strongly support the project — or 
if they do not. To significant degree during the last 
10 years, supporters have been left on their own to 
push for a new senior center. While the town 
approved $500,000 in “seed money” for a center in 
1997, it asked a private group of residents to raise 
the rest of the millions needed. This group pursued 
turning a Phillips Academy dorm into a center, and 
town officials let the group continue to spin its 
Wheels, trying to raise funds long after it became 
clear the project did not have support. 

Since then, the town has invested more money in 
pursuing a new senior center, with a task force made 
up of residents handling much of the work. As 
Andover heads to 2005 Town Meeting, the town has 
partial plans and some of the land it needs for a cen- 
ter, but still needs more money for planning, more 
land, zoning exemptions, and a special election vote 
to approve about $6.5 million for construction. 

It will not be easy to get residents to go to the bal- 
lot box to approve millions in additional taxes this 
year. A passive recommendation by officials will 
not get the job done. It will take an energetic push

Public land for 
cluster deal 


Editor, Townsman: 

The League of Women Voters 
of Andover/North Andover has 
become aware of a troubling 
new approach to the granting of 
open space in cluster develop- 
ments. 

Andover has a long tradition 
of entrusting open space from 
cluster developments to entities, 
such as the town’s Conservation 
Commission, which maintain 
the open space for public enjoy- 
ment. Any deviation from this 
tradition requires careful consid- 
eration and clear justification 
from the Planning Board to 
townspeople. 

The Swan Crossing 2 propos- 
al currently before the Planning 
Board designates several acres 
of existing golf course land as 
“restricted” open space in 
exchange for permission to build 
clustered housing. The develop- 
er of Swan Crossing, Yvon 
Cormier, proposes to give this 
open space to a private non-prof- 
it entity, the Cormier Greenbelt. 
The Cormier Greenbelt would 
limit access to this open space to 
members of the (Cormier- 
owned) Andover Country Club. 
In other words, the open space 
designated under this proposal 
would be closed to both the 
Swan Crossing homeowners and 
to the townspeople. 

This proposal gives a devel- 
oper special zoning concessions 
while denying public access to 
the resulting open space. The 
League, in keeping with its long- 
standing advocacy for communi- 
ty-accessible open space, calls 
on the Planning Board to reject 
this proposal.

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Learning to lend a hand 


AHS students intrigued by service

HETHER ir’s 
BRINGING A 


SNACK, turning on 

the stereo or help- 
ing a person read, 10-year-old 
Ayla can enrich lives — even on 
all fours. 

Now, after more than two 
decades of aiding humans, 
monkey helpers like Ayla are 
getting some support of their 
own from a class of Andover 
High School students. 

The non-profit, Boston- 
based organization Helping 
Hands, has trained and paired 
99 Capuchin monkeys with 
quadriplegic individuals to 
assist in everyday tasks, from 
eating breakfast to brushing 
teeth. 

But the cost of caring for and 
training the animals can place 
limitations on the program, 
according to Helping Hands 
director, Judi Zazula. Andover 
High students will raise money 
to offer the program a helping 
hand of its own. 

Zoology students will sell 
doughnuts to the public tomor- 
row morning, Friday, to raise 
money. Course instructors 
Linda Davis and Laura Haj- 
dukiewicz hope to make com- 
munity service for Helping 
Hands a regular part of the class 
curriculum. 

“Science can sometimes be 
so abstract for some students,” 
says Hajdukiewicz. “Seeing 
what they've been reading 
about in text, makes science as 
real as possible. They not only 
become interested in communi- 
ty service, science and psychol- 
ogy, but they get involved.” 

“It’s difficult to imagine 
what it would be like to be 
quadriplegic,” says Zazula, who 
visited the zoology class at 
Andover High on Monday. 
“How many times a day do we 
scratch an itch or brush hair out 
of our eyes without even realiz- 
ing it? It’s simple tasks like 
these that can be the most frus- 
trating things for quadriplegics 
not to be able to do.” 

Quadriplegics suffer paraly- 
sis from the neck down as a 
result of spinal chord injuries. 
Out of approximately 250,000 
quadriplegics currently living in 
the US, young people between 
16 and 25 are most frequently 
injured in accidents that cause 
spinal injuries because of their 
active lifestyles, Zazula says. 

“Accidents that can happen 
in just a fraction of a second can 
change lives forever,” Zazula 
told students. “The majority of 
spinal injuries are caused by car 
accidents, falls and diving acci-

dents.” 

The idea of having an animal 
with hands to help quadripleg- 
ics perform simple tasks was 
the brainchild of behavioral 
psychologist, Dr. M.J. Willard. 

Capuchin monkeys’ small 
size, manual dexterity and 
friendly disposition made them 
the perfect candidates to assist 
the disabled, Zazula says. 

Having worked as an occu- 
pational therapist and rehabili- 
tation engineer, Zazula part- 
nered with Willard and placed 
the first helper monkey, Hel- 
lion, with 24-year-old quadri- 
plegic Robert Foster in 1979. 

The monkey is still helping 
Foster to live more indepen- 
dently today. 

“Monkeys are devoted to 
their humans,” says Zazula. 
“Most of us take common tasks 
like turning on a light switch for 
granted. These monkeys not 
only help make life easier, but 
they are affectionate compan- 
ions that can brighten a person's 
outlook on life.” 

When Helping Hands began, 
Zazula says it was “completely 


uncharted territory.” 

The Paralyzed Veterans of 
America, the National Science 
Foundation and the Veterans’ 
Administration, along with sev- 
eral private foundations, provid- 
ed early research funding. But 
once the program proved to be 
successful, funding was pulled. 

“Research grants are for 
developing things that don’t 
exist,” Zazula says. “Once it 
was concluded that monkey 
helpers were effective, the grant 
money stopped. In that sense, 
you could say the experiment’s 
success was both a blessing and 
a curse.” 

It can cost between $28,000 
and $30,000 to breed, train and 
place a monkey helper, whose 
lifespan is 30 to 40 years. Help- 
ing Hands provides the animal, 
along with lifetime support ser- 
vices, at no charge to disabled 
individuals. 

‘ Capuchins are bred for the 
program at Boston’s Southwick 
Zoo. Once the monkeys turn 5, 
they enter two years of “mon- 
key college,” where they learn 
to cater to a variety of tasks.

Students’ reaction 

After meeting Ayla, and 
watching videos of Hellion 
helping Foster to operate house- 
hold appliances and retrieve 
dropped and out-of-reach items, 
Andover students were eager to 
get involved. 

“It’s interesting to see how a 
monkey can help save some- 
one’s life,” says senior Matt 
lorio, 17. “You just don’t expect 
an animal to be able to do these 
types of things.” 

lorio and his classmates will 
hold their first fundraiser to 
benefit Helping Hands tomor- 
row, Friday, at Andover High, 
from 7:15 to 8 a.m. Residents 
can come in and purchase a box 
of Krispy Kreme doughnuts. 
All proceeds will go to the 
organization. 

The students are aiming to 
raise $500 to $1,000 for Help- 
ing Hands. 


The project has even helped 
students such as Sarah Gagnon, 
17, realize potential career 
choices. 

“When you read about it, it 
doesn’t click in your mind the 
same way as seeing it,” says 
Gagnon, after posing for a pic- 
ture with Ayla. “It’s amazing 
that these animals can under- 
stand people so well. I'd like to 
work with animals in the future, 
especially doing something like 
this that helps people to live 
better lives.” 

Zazula says the efforts of 
Andover High School students 
will help to match another mon- 
key with a person-in-need this 
year 

“Empathy is something you 
can’t easily teach,” says Haj- 
dukiewicz. “But kids can still 
experience it in their high 
school classroom.”

The Golden Compass

I’ve been making this flavorful and fill- 
ing soup for 20 years, ever since we moved 
to Andover. The original idea came from an 
old issue of Bon Appetit magazine, but over 


the years I modified it and made it truly 
unique. I have it on hand all year, but it’s 
especially good on cold, “comfort food” 
nights, or when a summer's sun-ripened 
tomato bounty beckons. Either way, people 
are bound to love it! 


INGREDIENTS 
*3 cups water 
*3 tbl. white wine vinegar 
*3 medium leeks, halved lengthwise 


+2 tbl. unsalted butter (may omit and simply 
spray the soup pot with cooking spray) 


+3 large carrots 
*3 medium parsnips 
* 4 large garlic cloves 


* 1 small turnip or 1/2 large turnip, cut into 
medium dice 


* 12 fingerling potatoes, sliced in half length- 
wise (may substitute 6 baby red potatoes 
or other small potatoes) 


+ 2 sweet potatoes, cut into 1-inch chunks 

‘4 cups chicken stock (vegetarians may use 
vegetable stock) 

+ Winter: 2 big cans (32-35 ounces each) 
tomatoes, cut into chunks 


OR Summer: 4 pounds garden fresh toma- 
toes, cut into 1-inch chunks 


+ 1/2 cup chopped fresh flat-leaf Italian pars- 
ley 


* 143 cup fresh basil leaves, cut into thin 
strips (“chiffonade”) 


+4 tsp. dried tarragon 
+ 1-1/2 tsp. freshly ground black pepper

DIRECTIONS 

1. Leeks grow and need all 
traces of nasty grittiness removed from 
them. The most thorough method is to 
combine water and vinegar in a large bow] 
Slice the leeks lengthwise and then let them 
hang out in the liquid for 10-15 minutes to 
remove the sand. Rinse off the leeks and let 
them dry on a paper towel for a moment 

2. Pull out your food processor If you're 
like me then it’s already on the counter 
You'll need the metal blade in it. Finely 
pulverize the leeks, carrots, garlic and 
parsnips until they resemble coarse sand 
You will need to scrape down the bowl a 
few times. And depending on the size of the 
food processor’s bowl you might need to 
work in several batches 

3. Next, melt the butter over medium- 
low heat in an 8-quart stockpot. Add the 
leeks, carrots, parsnips and garlic. Cover 
and cook the vegetables for 10 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Covering helps 
“sweat” the vegetables, meaning that water 
from the veggies comes out 

4. What is soup without liquid? Time to 
add the chicken (or vegetable) stock. Bring 
to a boil, cover the pot, reduce the heat and 
simmer for 10 minutes 

5. Into the pot goes everything else: the 
diced turnip, sweet and baby potatoes, 
tomatoes, parsley, basil, tarragon, pepper 
and nutmeg. Cover and cook over medium 
heat for 15 minutes. Uncover, reduce the 
heat a bit and simmer for 20 minutes 
Uncovering the soup at this point will boil 
off some excess water and thereby intensi- 
fy the flavors. Add salt to taste. You won't 
need a lot, since the herbs already add so 
much seasoning 

When you start losing your diet resolve, 
enjoy a bowl of this incredible vegetable 
soup 

And even if you're not trying to lose 
weight, soup still satisfies the stomach and 
taste buds alike. Enjoy!

Nolan T. Jones, president of the Middlesex Canal Association, 
will present a slide program and speak on “The History and 
Archaeology of the Middlesex Canal.” The lecture is free and open 
to the public. 

The superhighway of its day, the Middlesex Canal was con- 
structed from Lowell to Charlestown in the years between 1793 and 
1803, and was operational until 1853. After crossing Aberjona 
Creek, it ran along the east side of Mystic Pond where its bed and 
banks have been covered since 1897 by the road of the Mystic Val- 
ley Parkway. Only 27 miles long, it played a major role in the 
Industrial Revolution and its success led to the building of the Erie 
Canal. 

The Middlesex Canal is on the National Register of Historic 
Places because of its historic significance and especially for its 
impact on the early commercial viability of New England. Much of 
the canal is still visible and efforts to restore and maintain this engi- 
neering marvel are ongoing, organizers said.

New England’s annual forced 
march toward the spring 
equinox. 

In the 21st century, even 
important activities that once 
would rarely have been planned 
for the deep New England win- 
ter are no longer on hold: 

Weddings are still more plen- 
tiful in June (10.7 percent take 
place in that month), but, 
according to the U.S. Census 
Department, which knows about 
such things, almost 20 percent 
of weddings are celebrated in 


January, February, or 
March. Add in the 
December brides and 
you’ ll find that one in 
every four couples can 
expect snow as often as 
rice to shower their tri- 
umphal promenades. 

Stull, “couples who 
wed in New England in 
winter would be wise to 
make sure their expen- 
sive arrangements are 
insured,” says Lisa 
Tremblay, owner of 
Abbey Bridal Shoppe at 
362 North Main St. “A 
Valentine’s Day wed- 
ding is romantic, but a 
storm can mean musi- 
cians, photographers, 
even guests cannot make 
it. And the bride still owes for 
the food, the hall, and a lot 
more.”

these perennials will push out 
hoards of blossoms right through 
summer, as long as the dead 
flowers are faithfully clipped off. 

Rebbecca Tang, owner of 
Imagine That! at 2 Stevens St., 
also suggests African violets for 
their bright colors and ease of 
care. “Indoor varieties of azalea 
are also good for lifting spirits,” 
she says, “with their masses of 
bright blooms.” 

While it can be difficult to 
find one open, the garden center 
is a good place, too, for a 15- 
minute getaway to the tropics. 
Nothing lifts both body and spir- 
it as quickly as the moist warmth 
of a sun-filled greenhouse in 
January, while also being both 
free and legal. Kane’s Flower 
World on Route 114 in Danvers 
and Mahoney's Garden Center 
in Winchester are open through 
the cold months. 

Physical fitness is another 
part of life that cannot be put off 
until spring. While one might 
feel like hibernating through 
much of the season, adopting a 
sedentary lifestyle and piling on 
the pounds is the least healthful 
choice to make. 

Unique stresses of the season 


— snow shoveling foremost 
among them — present serious 
threats to back and heart mus- 
cles, but only if those muscles 
are out of shape. 

The answer is to maintain 
regular exercise routines regard- 
less of weather conditions. And 
choices abound for realizing that 
goal. Fitness centers, home 
health equipment, mall-walking 
clubs are a few of today’s 
answers to the need for safe and 
healthy exercise in every season. 

Choice is key, says Cindy 
Rayner of Intentional Fitness at 
63 Park St., who maintains that a 
fitness program must fit one’s 
life.

Any self-respecting winter 
television special or movie will 
feature snow, either layering the 
gently falling from a 
darkened sky 


set or 


It’s no accident that these 
effects find their way into the 
most popular stories of the sea- 


son, even for audiences that 


rarely experience the kind of 


climate change we see in New 


England. The image of a still, 
dark night sharp with cold 
evokes a deep sense of wonder 
and nostalgia. The blend of loss 
and hope, sadness and joy, 
death and birth is bittersweet 
and mysterious. It is the minor 
key of the season. 

Yet for some people, the 
gentle melancholy of winter 
turns into something more for- 
midable. 


Seasonal Affective Disorder 
(SAD) is a well-documented 
syndrome that affects millions 
of people who live in parts of 
the world with large seasonal 
variations in the amount of 
daily sunlight — including 
Andover, says Andover psy- 
chologist Larry Larsen. 

For years it has been 
observed that the northern lati- 
tudes produce more than their 


statistical share of depression, 
especially in combination with 
bad weather. Seattle, Wash., for 
instance, whose climate fea- 
tures frequent fog and cloudy 
conditions that obscure the sun, 
has significantly elevated rates 
of depression and even suicide, 
compared to sunnier spots in 
the lower 48 states. 

SAD is a newly minted 
explanation for a variable clus- 


ter of symptoms that might 
include mood as well as physi- 
cal effects, particularly fatigue, 
feelings of sadness or hopeless- 
ness, even weight gain. 

The Mayo Clinic estimates 
that 6 percent of Americans 
suffer from SAD, with up to 
one in five experiencing at least 
mild symptoms 

According to Andover psy- 
chologist Larsen, SAD has very 
real and serious effects in peo- 
ple’s lives. Fortunately, it is also 
very responsive to treatment. 
“Just 20 minutes a day under a

special lamp can eliminate the 
effects,” he says. 

A solution developed in the 
1980s that has proven highly 
effective, phototherapy exposes 
SAD sufferers to bright artificial 
light for specified periods each 
day during seasons of low natur- 
al light. (It is important to note 
that lights used in tanning salons 
are not the right type for pho- 
totherapy. ) 

Larsen also adds that he most 
often sees SAD symptoms 
among people with other pre- 
existing problems. “The impact 
of seasonal pressures is fre- 
quently a ‘piling on’ effect that 
exacerbates a pre-disposition to 
depression or a negative world 
view. Dysfunctional family situ- 
ations and even learning disabil- 
ities can worsen with this added 
stressor.” 

For that reason, says Larsen, 
SAD syndrome is rarely treated 
in isolation. “It is most often 
dealt with in combination with 
other traditional therapies such 
as antidepressants and psy- 
chotherapy.” 

Although the exact cause is 
not fully understood, evidence 
strongly suggests a role for two 
hormones, serotonin and mela- 
tonin, secreted by the brain. 

Both are associated with the 
biological clock that sets the 
individual’s Circadian rhythm, 
including the daily sleep-wake 
cycle. In animals the same hor- 
mones stimulate hibernation 
behavior. 

Though we cannot make 
spring come any .ooner, there 
are a few things we can do that 
will help take some of the dis- 
comfort out of the season. And 
the first step is in recognizing 
the syndrome for what it is. 

With the publicity given this 
new psychological diagnosis in 
the past 20 years, many people 
diagnose themselves, recogniz- 
ing the extra pull toward sleep, 
unusual anti-social feelings, and 
food cravings. 

Mildly affected individuals 
can take some steps that help, 
according to the Mayo Clinic, 
including introducing brighter 
light into the environment by, 
for example, walking outdoors 
at noontime. Exercise is another 
strategy, as is reducing any 
sources of stress. 

These strategies should work 
for most people. Life is not an 
endless cruise ship, after all, and 
everyone gets a little down now 
and again. The question is when

their own homes, where such 
ordinary activities as cooking, 
heating, cleaning, and redecorat- 
ing can cause the release and 
spread of indoor pollutants. 

People who are inside a great 
deal might be at greater risk of 
developing or aggravating health 
problems due to indoor air pollu- 
tants. Among them are some of 
the most vulnerable people, 
including infants, young chil- 
dren, the elderly, and those with 
chronic illnesses. 


Biological pollutants 
Biological pollutants are (or 

were) living organisms. They 

promote poor indoor air quality 


and can travel through the air, 
often invisibly. 

Some commonly found in 
every home include: 

* Animal dander (minute 
scales from hair, feathers, or 
skin, including human) 

* Dust mites and other insect 
parts 

* Infectious agents (bacteria 
or viruses) 

* Pollen 


It is impossible to get rid of 


these completely. Even a spot- 
less home might permit the 
growth of biological pollutants, 
as long as two conditions are 
present — nutrients and moisture.

found in bathrooms, damp base- 
ments, wet appliances, and even 
some furnishings. 

Modern materials and con- 
struction techniques might 
reduce the amount of outside air 
circulating into buildings, result- 
ing in high moisture levels 
inside. 

Humidifiers, unvented 
heaters, and air conditioners also 
increase the chance for moisture 
to form on interior surfaces. 

Surveys show that 30 to 50 
percent of all structures have 
damp conditions which might 
encourage the growth and 
buildup of biological pollutants. 


Health effects 

Everyone is exposed to bio- 
logical pollutants. But the effects 
on our health vary from person 
to person. While some people 
will have no reactions, among 
those who do, reactions can be 
one of three types: allergic, 
infectious, or toxic. 

Except for the spread of 
infections indoors, allergic reac- 
tions might be the most common 
health problem with air quality 
in homes. 

Allergies are often connected 
with animal dander, dust mites 
(microscopic animals living in 
household dust), or pollen. And 
reactions can range from mildly 
uncomfortable to life-threaten- 
ing. Common symptoms 
include watery eyes, runny nose 
and sneezing, nasal congestion, 
itching, coughing, wheezing and 
difficulty breathing, headache, 
and fatigue. 

People who believe they are 
experiencing health effects relat- 
ed to pollutants in their home 
environment, should talk to their 
doctor. According to the Con- 
sumer product Safety Commis- 
sion, health officials are espe- 
cially concerned about the link 
between allergies and the grow- 
ing number of cases of asthma, a 
serious breathing disorder. 

Infectious diseases such as 
flu, measles, chicken pox, and 
tuberculosis might be spread 
indoors by bacteria and viruses, 
mostly by person-to-person 
physical contact. Crowded con- 
ditions with poor air circulation 
can promote this spread, while 
some indoor ventilation systems 
can also circulate disease agents. 
For example, the bacterium 
causing Legionnaire’s disease, a 
serious and sometimes lethal 
infection circulated in some 
large buildings. 

Toxic reactions are the least

understood health problem 
caused by air pollutants in the 
home, although some biological 
pollutants produce toxins that 
can damage organs and tissues in 
the body, including the liver, 
central nervous system, digestive 
tract, and immune system. 


What you can do 

There is no simple and cheap 
way to sample the air in a home 
to determine the level of all bio- 
logical pollutants. In any case,. 
experts suggest that sampling for 
biological pollutants is not a use- 
ful problem-solving tool. Even if 


a home is tested, the amount of 
most biological substances 
required to cause disease is 
unknown and varies from one 
person to the next. 

Still, a few simple, practical 
actions can help remove sources 
of biological pollutants, get rid 
of pollutants, and prevent their 
retum. 

1. Self-inspection: Walk 
through your home 

Begin by touring the house- 
hold, following both the nose, 
and eyes. The two major factors 
that help create conditions pro- 
moting biological pollutants are 
nutrients and constant moisture, 
along with poor air circulation. 


Three Great Reasons to

Moisture can come from 
appliances such as humidifiers, 
kerosene or gas heaters, and gas 
stoves. 

Look for a musty odor, mois- 
ture on hard surfaces, or even 
water stains in air-conditioning 
units, basements, attics, crawl 
spaces, bathrooms, carpets, heat- 
ing and air-conditioning ducts, 
and refrigerator drip pans. 

2. Moisture control 

Water might enter the home 
by leaking or by seeping through 
basement floors. Showers and 
cooking can add moisture to the 
air in the home. 


*Fix leaks and seepage. If 
water is entering the house from 
the outside, options range from 
simple landscaping to extensive 
excavation, guttering, and water- 
proofing. 

*Put a plastic cover over dirt 
crawl spaces to prevent moisture 
from coming in from the ground. 
Be sure crawl spaces are well- 
ventilated. 

*Use exhaust fans in bath- 
rooms and kitchens to remove 
moisture to the outside (not into 
the attic) Vent clothes dryers to 
the outside. 

*Carpet on concrete floors 
can absorb moisture and serve as 
a place for biological pollutants 
to grow. Use area rugs which 
can be taken up and washed 
often.

stuffed chairs, carpets, and bed- 
ding. Open shelves, fabric wall- 
paper, knickknacks, and venetian 
blinds are also sources of dust 
mites. Dust mites live deep in the 
carpet and are not removed by 
vacuuming. Many doctors sug- 
gest that their mite-allergic 
patients use washable area rugs 
rather than wall-to-wall carpet. 

*Allergic people should use 
synthetic or foam rubber mat- 
tress pads and pillows, and plas- 
tic mattress covers, avoiding 
fuzzy wool blankets, feather or 
wool-stuffed comforters, and 
feather pillows.

When moving, prote¢t one- 
self by inspecting the potential 
new home. If problems are iden- 
tified, have the landlord or seller 
correct them moving in, or even 
consider moving elsewhere.
